When Steve Schott purchased the Oakland Athletics on November |, 1995 
along with Ken Hofmann, he laid out a long-term plan for success that would 
restore the glory to one of baseball’s most storied franchises that had won 10 
division titles, six league championships and four World Series in its previous 28 
years. 

The plan concentrated on three areas— build a World Series contender from 
within the organization; assemble a dynamic front office staff, and continue to 
strengthen the A’s commitment to the city of Oakland and the East Bay by 
expanding the club’s public community relations program. 

Under the Schott and Hofmann ownership, the Athletics franchise has successfully rebuilt itself by 
emphasizing a strong minor league system that produced the majority of the players who led the A'’s toa first 
place finish in the American League West last season, the team’s first championship since 1992, In this day 
and age of free spending and constant player movement, Schott envisioned a team made up of young, dynamic 
homegrown players which fans would identify with for years to come. 

Schott has assured the nucleus of the team will remain intact for future pennant runs by signing young 
stars Tim Hudson, Eric Chavez and Miguel Tejada to long-term deals. In addition. he inked Billy Beane, 
considered by many to be one of the top general managers in the game, to a contract extension through the 
2005 season. 

The wealth of talent throughout the A’s organization and sound player evaluation earned the Athletics 
back-to-back Organization of the Year Awards in 1998 and 1999. 

Under Schott's ownership, the A’s are one of the most community-minded teams in all of sports, 
donating close to two million dollars to various community projects since 1995, Three recent beneficiaries 
of the team’s generosity are the Oakland public schools, the Oakland Parks and Recreation Department and 
the Boys and Girls Club of Oakland. 

While ownership has demonstrated a commitment to fielding a championship team and enhancing the 
community of Oakland, A’s baseball remains the most affordable entertainment values of all of the major 
sports franchises in the Bay Area. Despite recent renovations, the Network Associates Coliseum remains a 
comfortable, safe, clean, entertaining and accessible venue to watch a game. 

A native of the Bay Area, Mr. Schott serves as the CEO of Citation/Award Homes, one of the largest 
homebuilders in California. Citation/Award Homes and its predecessor companies have built over 50,000 
homes in Northern California over the last four decades. A member of the National Association of Home 
Builders, Schott has been involved with the development in Santa Clara, Alameda, San Mateo, Monterey, 
San Joaquin and San Benito counties for over 35 years. 

Mr. Schott’s philanthropic interests include the “Read to Exceed” program which he and his wife, 
Patricia, assisted in launching 10 years ago to stimulate reading and promote the importance of literacy among 
elementary, middle and high schoo! students through the Bay Area. Afier receiving a Presidential Citation 
from the White House in 1997, Read to Exceed is increasingly viewed as a unique and successful example 
of how positive results can be obtained when business, government and the community join to support 
education, The Schotts also played a key role in the development of the Role Model Program, an organization 
that pairs at-risk middle school students with positive role models in the community, with the hopes the 
students will make positive life choices and achieve in the classroom. The Schotts have established their own 
private foundation that funds scholarships for needy students and contributes to a variety of non-profit 
organizations throughout the Bay Area. A founding member of the Alexis de Tocqueville Society, which is 
associated with the United Way, Mr, Schott is regent at Bellarmine College Preparatory in San Jose and a 
past chairman of the Saint Francis High School Foundation Board. 

This year, Schott was one of 10 recipients of the prestigious Horatio Alger Award, which annually 
honors a group of men and women who have faced and overcome significant personal adversity through 
positive thinking, determination and hard work while exemplifying the values that formed the foundation of 
the American spirit. Past honorees include President Dwight D, Eisenhower, General Colin Powell. Senator 
Bob Dole, Oprah Winfrey, Ray Kroc and Dr. Maya Angelou, to name a few.

Mr. Hofmann, like Schott, has enjoyed a successful business career as one of California’s top land 
developers. Afler working as a plastering contractor for three years. he moved into the home building 
business in 1951 and in 1957, formed the Hofmann Company. Over the last 44 years, the Hofmann Company 
has built over 30,000 homes and apartments, along with over $150 million in other commercial and industrial 
properties. Today, the Hofmann Company operates two athletic clubs, a youth center and a championship 
golf course. Mr. Hofmann is a two-time president and a member of the Board of Directors of the Building 
Industry Association and also holds a membership with the National Association of Home Builders. 

Born and raised in Oakland, Mr. Hofmann graduated from Fremont High School and attended Saint 
Mary’s College in Moraga for two years before earning his degree from the U.S. Merchant Marine Academy 
in Kings Point, NY. A World War II veteran, Mr. Hofmann served the Merchant Marines in many theaters, 
earning a rating of Master Marine. 

Mr. Hofmann has served on the Board of Trustees and is a Regent Emeritus at Saint Mary’s College 
and is a member of the alumni association of the U.S. Merchant Marine Academy. He endowed Saint Mary's 
football stadium, basketball facility and a football scholarship. [In 1983, he was named Saint Mary’s Alumnus 
of the Year. 

An avid outdoorsman, Mr, Hofmann is a former executive director of the National Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation. haying served in that position for 10 years. He has also been an active fundraiser for Ducks

Michael Crowley begins his third full season as president of the Oakland 
Athletics after assuming the position on September 28, 1998. He oversecs 
all aspects of the A’s franchise both on and off the field. 

A key figure in the A’s resurgence as one of baseball’s premier 
franchises, Crowley joined the Athletics organization in July of 1997 as vice 
president and chief financial officer. He previously spent 10 years with LC.L. 
Paints/Fuller O'Brien Paints and three years with Price Waterhouse. 

During his tenure as team president, Crowley has been committed to 
fielding a championship caliber team with homegrown talent and solidifying the direction of the front 
office’s involvement in all business affairs, including sales, marketing, community and public relations, 
He also works closely with General Manager Billy Beane on key player decisions and issues relating 
to the club’s overall objectives and philosophies. 

In addition to his commitment to providing an affordable entertainment product on the field, Crowley 
has also emphasized the importance of providing the absolute highest levels of customer service possible to 
fans attending games at the Networks Associates Coliseum, The A’s attendance total last year represented 
a 21 percent increase from the previous season and was the team's largest single-season attendance total since 
the 1993 campaign. 

Under his leadership, the A’s organization has been active in the Oakland community and surrounding 
areas. In 1999, Crowley and his wife, Kathy, played a key role in organizing Breast Cancer Awareness Day,

The A’s website — OaklandAthletics.com — was relaunched prior to the 2000 season and is now a 
major part of the team’s marketing efforts. In addition, the A’s have set franchise records for the 
largest regular season crowds each of the last three seasons.

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BILLY BEANE 
Vice President, General Manager 


Billy Beane’s fourth season as general manager of the Oakland Athletics 
marks his 13th year with the A’s organization, He is responsible for the overall 
baseball operations of the club, including scouting, player personnel and player 
development, 

The 39-year old Beane as gained the respect of baseball's brightest minds 
for molding the A’s into a World Series contender in just three short seasons, 
Under Beane’s watch, the A's have improved by 26 games in the win column 
since a 65-97 showing in 1997 and have compiled 252-233 (.520) record 
over the last three seasons, 

Last season, the organization’s long-term plan of scouting and developing young talent into 
coveted Major League players came to fruition, as the A’s captured the American League's West 
Division championship with a 91-70 record, finishing one half game ahead of the Seattle Mariners 
in a heated race which went down to the last day of the season. Oakland's playoff roster featured eight 
players under 25 years of age. 

While the A’s organization is blessed with a wealth of young talent on all levels, Beane’s player 
acquisitions over the years have proved to be the necessary pieces to complete the club’s championship 
puzzle. In 1999, he added veterans such as John Jaha, Doug Jones, Tony Phillips and Tim Raines to a team 
of talented youngsters that put the A’s in the thick of the playoff race at the All-Star Break. Beane then 
orchestrated a series of trades just before the trading deadline that brought Kevin Appier. Omar Olivares, 
Randy Velarde and Jason Isringhausen to the club. His first deal in a week of furious trading, however, sent 
veteran Kenny Rogers to the New York Mets for minor league outfielder Terrence Long, who finished second 
in the AL's Rookie of the Year voting as the A’s every day centerfielder just a year later. For his efforts, he 
was named Executive of the Year by The Sporting News. Last season, Beane acquired Jim Mecir, one of the 
American League's top setup men, from the Tampa Bay Devil Rays, a move which solidified the A’s bullpen 
over the last two months of the season, 

In January, Beane again opened the eyes of the baseball world by orchestrating a three-team, nine player 
deal which landed the game's top leadoff hitter, Johnny Damon, in Oakland. 

Although he has been one of the most active aggressive general managers on the trade front over the 
last three seasons, Beane’s maneuvers have not depleted the organization's wealth of talent on the minor 
league level. Recent homegrown talents to make an impact on the Major League level include Miguel Tejada, 
Eric Chavez, Tim Hudson, Mark Mulder, Barry Zito. Ramon Hernandez and Adam Piatt. Chavez and Piatt 
each earned Minor League Player of the Year Awards in 1998 and “99, respectively. 

Beane has set the offensive style for the A’s, emphasizing plate discipline, on-base percentage and the 
big inning. The ability to work a count and develop a solid understanding of the strike zone is stressed on all 
levels of the A’s organization. Although the A’s finished last season ranked tied for tenth in the American 
League with a .270 batting average, they finished third in runs scored (947), second in home runs (239) and 
walks (750) and third in on-base percentage (.360). The club’s home run total was the ninth highest in Major 
League history while its walk total was the | 2th highest ever recorded. The A’s also seta Major League record 
with 14 grand slams. 

While the A’s offense has flourished, the pitching staff has also blossomed. Last year, the A's stall, 
headed by 20-game winner Tim Hudson, ranked third in the American League with a 4.58 ERA. 

Beane joined the A’s front office staff in 1990 as the club’s major league advance scout. In 1993. A’s 
President and General Manager Sandy Alderson promoted him to the assistant general manager’s position 
when Walt Jocketty left the organization to accept the assistant general manager's job in Colorado, Alderson 
handed over his general manager's duties to Beane on October 17, 1997, Shortly after the 1999 season, A's 
ownership signed Beane to a three-year contract extenstion through the 2005 season. 
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A first round draft pick (23rd overall) of the New York Mets in the 1980 June Free Agent Drafi, Beane 
played six major league seasons as an infielder, outfielder and catcher for the Mets, the Minnesota Twins, 
Detroit Tigers and Oakland A’s. His final season in uniform was 1989 when he was a utility player on the 
A’s World Championship team. Beane retired as an active player in the spring of 1990, 

A native of San Diego, Calif, Beane attended Mt. Carmel High School and UC San Diego, where he 
studied economics. Beane and his wife, Tara, reside in San Ramon. He has one daughter, Casey. 


PAUL DEPODESTA 
Assistant General Manager 


Paul DePodesta enters his third season as the A’s assistant general manager, 
a position he assumed on November 17, 1998. His current responsibilities include 
assisting Billy Beane in all player acquisitions and preparing player contracts. 

Prior to joining the Athletics as Billy Beane’s top aid, the 28-year old 
DePodesta spent three years in the Cleveland Indians organization. He was hired 
by the Indians in 1996 as an intern in Tribe’s baseball operations department and 
quickly made his way up the organizational ladder, DePodesta was named an 
advance scout for the 1997 and "98 regular and postseasons and was 
promoted to special assistant to the general manager in October of 1998. 

DePodesta graduated cum laude from Harvard University in 1995 with a degree in economics. He also 
played both baseball and football for the Crimson. A native of Alexandria, Virg., DePodesta resides in San 
Francisco. 


J.P. RICCIARDI 
Director of Player Personnel 


A prominent member of the A’s baseball braintrust, J.P. Ricciardi is in his 
third season as the team’s director of player personnel after serving three sea- 
sons as a special assistant to the general manager. 

In his current position, Ricciardi serves as the club’s national cross checker, 
providing Major League player recommendations for trades or free agent 
signings. He also oversees player development and is an advisor to the baseball 
operations department. 

Ricciardi has been involved in professional baseball for the past 21 
years as a player, coach and a scout. 

Ricciardi and his wife, Diane, reside in West Boylston, Mass. with their sons, Dante and Mariano. 


GRADY FUSON 
Director of Scouting 


Grady Fuson enters his 19th year as a member of the A’s organization and 
his seventh in his current position of director of scouting. His main responsibili- 
ties focus on all of the A's scouting efforts, both on the major league and minor 
league levels, as well as overseeing the organization's scouting operation in Latin 
America. 

One of the most respected evaluators of talent in the game, Fuson is largely 
responsible for the wealth of talent throughout the A’s system. During his tenure 
as director of scouting director, current A’s players Tim Hudson, Eric Chavez, 
Miguel Tejada, Adam Piatt, Barry Zito, Mark Mulder, Ryan Christenson and Jose Ortiz have risen through 
the ranks to play a prominent role on the club’s big league roster, The A’s organization have claimed the last 
four minor league player of the year awards, starting with Ben Grieve’s selection in 1997 followed by Chavez, 
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Piatt and Jason Hart, who claimed the award last year at Double-A Midland. Grieve claimed American 
League Rookie of the Year honors in 1998 while Hudson, who made his first All-Star Game appearance 
in 2000, finished second in the league’s Cy Young Award voting last season. 

The A’s minor league teams have also flourished over the last five years, winning five titles. The overall 
strength of the farm system garnered the A’s organization back-to-back Organization of the Year Awards in 
1998 and 1999, 

Fuson joined the A's in 1982 as the club’s Northern California and Pacific Northwest area scout while 
also serving as a coach for the organization’s Idaho Falls affiliate. He was on the Class A Medford coaching 
staff for one season in 1984 and five years later, began a three-year managerial stint (1989-91) with the 
Medford club. Fuson served as the A’s national scouting cross checker from 1992-94 before being promoted 
to his current position, 

After graduating from the University of Puget Sound with a Bachelor of Art’s degree in physical 
education, Fuson served as the head baseball coach at his alma mater for two seasons (1979-80) before taking 
an assistant head coaching position at the University of Washington for the 1981 season, 

A native of San Diego, the 44-year old Fuson resides in Stockton.

Art Howe won his first division championship with the A’s in 2000, guiding Oakland to a 91-70 record, 
one-half game better than Seattle. It was Howe’s first 90 win season and his career record in five seasons 
with the A’s now stands at 395-414. He is the second winningest manager in Oakland history to Tony La 
Russa (798). Only Howe and La Russa have managed the Oakland A’s for more than three seasons. After 
managing the Houston Astros to a 392-418 record over five seasons, Howe's major league managerial record 
now stands at 787-832 in10 seasons.

His coaching career began immediately following the con- 

clusion of his playing career, Art worked ina variety roles with the Texas Rangers from 1985-88, including 
both first and third base coach and hitting instructor. He managed the Houston Astros from 1989-93 and was 
the major league advance scout for the Los Angeles Dodgers in 1994, 

Howe guided the Astros to 392 wins in his five years as manager, a total which ranks second only in 
franchise history to Bill Virdon’s 544 in eight seasons. In his first season as manager, Houston finished third 
with an 86-76 record and Howe finished fourth in the BBWAA National League Manager of the Year voting. 
It was one of two third place finishes, with the other coming in his final season in 1993 (85-77). 

The Astros began a rebuilding process in 1990 which saw Houston field the youngest team in the majors 
in 1991. In that season, Howe was named as a coach on Lou Piniella’s staff for the All-Star Game in Toronto. 
By 1992, he had Houston back to the .500 level at 81-81. During his tenure in Houston, Howe oversaw the 
development of young players such as 1991 National League Rookie of the Year Jeff Bagwell, Craig Biggio, 
Ken Caminiti, Pete Harnisch and Darryl Kile.

Howe’s professional baseball career began in 1971 with Salem and he made his major league debut in 
1974 with the Pirates. A lifetime .260 hitter in 10 big league seasons, the former infielder played in 891 games 
with Pittsburgh, Houston and St. Louis. He spent parts of the 1974 and 1975 seasons with the Pirates before 
he was traded to Houston to complete a deal for Tommy Helms following the 1975 season. Howe played 
for Houston from 1976-83 and had his best season as an Astro in 1981 when he led the team with a .296 
average. During that season he set what was then a Houston record with a 23-game hitting streak. He was 
also a member of Houston’s first ever division winner in 1980, collecting a homer, two singles and four RBI 
in the one-game playoff at Dodger Stadium to win the title. Surgery on his left ankle and right elbow forced 
him to miss the entire 1983 season and he finished his playing career in St. Louis from 1984-85, Following 
his release by St. Louis on April 22, 1985, he joined the Texas Rangers coaching staff on May 21. 

Howe’s managerial experience began during his playing days in the Puerto Rican winter league. He 
managed at Bayamon in 1979, 1980 and 1982, earning Manager of the Year honors during the 1980 season. 
Following the conclusion of his playing career, he guided the Ponce club in 1985 and returned to winter ball 
in 1994, leading the expansion Azucareros del Este team from the Dominican Republic to the Carribean 
World Series. 

He was a football and baseball star at Shaler (PA) High School and attended the University of Wyoming 
in Laramie, While picking up his degree in business administration, he played for four years on the Cowboys’ 
baseball team and had a season as a quarterback for the football team until a back injury put a halt to his 
gridiron career. Upon his graduation from Wyoming, Howe was employed as a computer programmer for 
the Westinghouse Corporation when a friend convinced him to attend a Pirates tryout camp. He eventually 
signed a free agent contract with the club in August. 1970, at the age of 23. 

Howe and his wife, Betty, have three children, Stephanie (Mrs. Edwin Sullivan), Gretchen and 
Matthew. Matthew was selected by the A’s in the 29th round of the 1998 June draft. Art and his wife work 
with Special Olympics, both in Houston and the Bay Area, and were honored for that work last November 
as they were one of five recipients of the “2000 Threads of Hope Award” presented by Diablo Magazine. 
Following the Columbine High School tragedy, the Howes launched a "respect awareness" program called 
SAFER, which stands for Student Action For Encouraging Respect.

Thad Bosley is in his third season on a major league coaching staff, his second as the A's hitting 
coach, Bosley joined the A’s in 1999 as first base, outfield and base running coach and in his first year as 
hitting coach last year, the A’s set a franchise record with a .458 slugging percentage and set Oakland 
records with a .270 batting average, .360 on-base percentage and 947 runs scored. 

Bosley’s playing career spanned 14 seasons with seven different teams including California, both 
Chicago teams, Milwaukee, Seattle, Kansas City and Texas, He was a career .272 hitter in 784 major 
league games and also excelled as a pinch hitter, Bosley finished his career with 82 pinch hits, ranking him 
among baseball's all-time top 30, 

An outfielder in his playing days, Bosley was originally drafted by the Angels in the fourth round of 
the 1974 draft and made his major league debut with California in 1977. He batted .297 in 58 games in his 
first big league season but was dealt to the White Sox with Bobby Bonds and Rich Dotson for Chris Knapp, 
Dave Frost and Brian Downing during the off-season. Bosley played for Chicago from 1978-80, Milwau- 
kee in 1981 and Seattle in 1982. 

Bosley’s career featured a brief stop in the Oakland organization during the spring of 1983, but he was 
acquired by the Chicago Cubs at the end of spring training and spent the next four years with the Cubs. He 
had his finest season as a major leaguer in 1985 when he hit a career high 328 in 108 games and also had 
career highs in home runs (7) and RBI (27). Bosley played for Kansas City in 1987 and part of 1988 before 
he was released. He finished the 1988 season with California and concluded his playing career with two 
seasons with Texas in 1989 and 1990, 

Thad graduated from Oceanside High School where he was a high school All-American in basketball 
and baseball. He graduated from the Jamie Faunt Creative School of Music in 1981, Bosley has two 
children, Thaddis (19) and Elishawn (18),

Brad Fischer is entering his 23rd season in the A’s organization, his sixth at the major league level. He 
had been a minor league player, minor league manager, minor league instructor and Assistant Director of 
Player Development before Art Howe named him as his bullpen coach in 1996, Brad was the A’s first base 
coach in 1997 before moving back to the bullpen for the 1998 season. 

Fischer's playing career lasted just one season (1978) at Bend, the A’s rookie league club, although he 
did appear in emergency situations at Madison in 1983 and °84. He was out of baseball in 1979 but returned 
to the Oakland organization in 1980 as manager of Single-A Medford. 

In his second season as manager, the A’s won the Northwest League championship with a 42-28 
record as Fischer earned Manager of the Year honors, After a promotion to Madison he guided the Muskies 
to a league championship in 1982 and a playoff appearance in 1984. Fischer managed at Huntsville from 
1985-87 and reached the playoff all three years, including his second league championship in 1985. The 
former catcher took over the helm of the A’s Triple-A affiliate at Tacoma from 1988-90 and in his final 
season with the Tigers he reached the post season for the seventh time. Fischer finished his 11-year minor 
league managerial career with a 743-670 record. 

Following his stint as a manager, Fischer was a minor league instructor for the A’s from 1991-93. He 
then spent two seasons working with Keith Lieppman as the Assistant Director of Player Development. 

Fischer attended Western Michigan University in Kalamazoo and earned a B.S. degree in Industrial 
Education. He hit .352 with 34 RBI in 40 games as a senior and signed with the A’s as a non-drafted free 
agent.

Rick Peterson joined the A's organization as the minor league roving pitching instructor for the 1998 
season and was named major league pitching coach on March 26, 1998, 

Peterson inherited a staff that had a 5.48 ERA in 1997 and under his guidance that mark dropped to 
4.81 in 1998, 4.69 in 1999 and 4.58 in 2000. The A’s pitching staff finished third in the American League 
in ERA for the second consecutive season in 2000, and their ERA of 4.58 was the lowest by an A’s team 
since 1992 (3.73). 

This will be Peterson's eighth season as a major league coach as he was also a bullpen coach with 
Pittsburgh from 1984-85 and the Chicago White Sox trom 1994-95,

b. He enters the game with the potential tying run either on base, at bat, or on deck (that is, the potential tying run 
is either on base or is one of the first two batsmen he faces), or 

c. He pitches effectively for at least three innings

2000 Season In Review 


A’s RETURN TO POST SEASON PLAY: The A’s returned to post-season play for the first time since 1992, 
losing to the eventual World Champion New York Yankees in the American League Division Series in five 
games,..the A’s reached the playoffs by winning their 11th American League Western Division 
Championship...that equals the Atlanta Braves for most Division Championships...although the A’s had not 
been to post season play since 1992, it was the A’s second appearance in the Division Series as the A’s won 
the first half of the 1981 season and then swept Kansas City 3-0 in the Division Series before being swept 
by the Yankees 3-0 in the ALCS...the A’s have won [1 A,L, West Division Titles. 6 American League 
Pennants and 4 World Championships in the first 33 seasons in Oakland,,,the post-season appearance was 
the 19th for the Athletics franchise as the A’s went to the World Series eight times while in Philadelphia...the 
A’s have won nine World Championships (five in Philadelphia, four in Oakland), a total surpassed only by 
the Yankees 26,,,the A’s also have 15 American League Championships (nine in Philadelphia, six in Oak- 
land), 


2000 RECAP: The A’s won 91 games in 2000, « four-game improvement over the previous season. ..it was 
the 10" 90 win season in Oakland history, the first since 1992 (96-66)...it was the 19th time in 33 seasons in 
Oakland the A’s finished at or above .500..,spent 26 days in sole possession of first place but most of those 
days came in June,..were 4 game up on Seattle on June 28 but lost seven of eight games from June 28 to 
July 5 to fall 3% back of the Mariners...the deficit peaked at seven games on August || after a six-game 
losing streak but the A’s won four of their five games from August |2 to 16 to pull to within three. ,.remained 
between | and 3'2 games behind the Mariners from August 17 to September 20..,the A’s and Mariners 
played similar schedules over that stretch and as the A’s got cold, so did the Mariners,,.Oakland lost 10 of 
14 games from August 18 to September | but actually gained ‘2 game on the Mariners in the standings over 
that stretch, ..then won 13 of the next 17 games from September 2 to 20 but lost 2 game in the standings and 
were three back of Seattle entering a four-game series at Safeco Field starting September 21...won each of 
the first three games to pull into a first place tie but lost the final game on Sunday and entered the final week 
of play one game back of Seattle...took three out of four from Anaheim from September 25-28 but were 
only able to gain 4 game on the Mariners...then swept a three-game series from Texas while the Mariners 
won two of three at Anaheim and the A’s won the West by one-half game on the final day of the season... A's 
Went 21-7 in September, the best record in the majors in the month and the second best win total in a month 
in Oakland history to a 23-8 mark in August, 1973...did it with pitching as the A’s staff posted a Major 
League low 2.88 ERA in September, the lowest by an A’s pitching staff in a month since May of 1990 
(2.43)...finished with a 91-70 record to the Mariners 91-71,..A’s had their September 17 game at Tampa 
Bay postponed because of Hurricane Gordon (the A’s second hurricane postponement in the last (vo years) 
but did not have to make up the game since they won the home field advantage tiebreaker with Seattle, who 
also made the playoffs. by going 9-4 against the Mariners during the regular season...began the season by 
going 12-13 in April...set Oakland records for most hits (10) and total bases (21) in an inning in the seventh 
inning on May 3 at Kansas City...that was part of the A’s longest road trip of the season and Oakland went 
8-4 on the trip...all four losses were by one run and the A's had leads of 4, 8, 5 and 5 in the losses ...took 
over first place in the West for the first time on May 12 but lost five straight from May 16 to 20 to fall out 
of first place...won four straight games from May 30 to June 3 to move back into first place and then had a 
season best nine-game winning streak from June 13 to 23...the streak tied for the fourth longest in Oakland 
history-..set an Oakland record for margin of victory and tied the club record for runs scored in a 21-3 win

such streak in Oakland history (11. August 26-October 2, 1988)... finished June 18-7.

RECORD WATCH: In addition to the 14 grand slams, the A’s set Oakland records in 2000 with a .270 batting 
average, .458 slugging percentage, .360 on-base percentage. 947 runs, 1501 hits and 908 RBL...the runs 
were third most in franchise history to the 981 in 1932 and 951 in 1930...the batting average was the highest 
since the 1939 Philadelphia A’s hit .271 and the slugging percentage set a franchise record...the hits were 
the most since the 1933 Philadelphia A’s had 1519. 


AGAINST SOUTHPAWS: A’s were 21-26 (.447) in games started by a left handed piteher in 2000 which tied 
for the ninth best record in the American League .the A’s hit .256 (432 for 1689) ayainst lefi handed 
pitchers. the second lowest mark in the American League (Tampa Bay, .245)...did walk 214 times against 
lefties, the most in the American League. 


DEFENSIVE DOINGS: The A’s committed 134 errors in 2000 which tied for second in the American League 
to the 135 by Texas...had a .978 fielding percentage which tied for last in the AL...A’s were 51-26 when 
going errorless, 40-44 when committing an error and 12-22 when making two or more. 


HOME AND AWAY: A’s were 47-34 in Oakland and 44-36 on the road...that marks the first time the A’s

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The Athletics Franchise 


The 2001 season marks the Athletics 34th season in Oakland and the sixth under new owners Stephen C. 
Schott and Ken Hofmann. The two land developers/home-builders purchased the franchise from the Haas 
family and assumed control of the club on November |, 1995, They share a sense of commitment to the Bay 
Area and together they will strive to maintain the tradition of A’s baseball both on and off the field. 


Since the 1968 season, the franchise has now won 1] American League West division crowns, six Ameri- 
can League pennants and four world championships. Only the Atlanta Braves equal the Oakland A’s in 
Division Championships and since 1968 only the New York Yankees have won more world championships 
(6) and league pennants (8). 


The Athletics history has been spiced with color and dotted with championships. From their beginnings 
under Connie Mack in 1901 to Art Howe's current version, the Athletics have won a record 11 division 
titles, 15 American League pennants and nine World Championships. Only the New York Yankees orga- 
nization can claim more World Championships. 


Mack managed the A’s for an incredible 50 seasons (1901-50). During his tenure he compiled the manage- 
rial record for most wins (3766), However in the process he also logged his name in books for most losses 
(4025). Under his reign in the dugout, the franchise won nine American League Championships and five 
World Championships during the Philadelphia era. 


In 1951, Mack finally gave way to a new skipper, Jimmie Dykes. One of Mack’s most valuable players, 
Dykes took over a struggling team and was unsuccessful tn reversing their fortunes, After three seasons 
with Dykes at the reigns the team was sold to Arnold Johnson in 1954 and the franchise moved to Kansas 
City for the 1955 season, 


In 13 seasons playing in Kansas City, the club never managed to play .500 baseball. The highest the A’s 
would finish in the standings was sixth-place while compiling a 829-1222 record under ten managers. In 
1968, Charlie Finley, who had entered the scene in 1960, moved the franchise to Oakland, 


In 1969 the Oakland A’s won 88 games, the most victories for an A’s club since 1932 and it would be the 
fewest wins for the team over the next six years. The A’s became one of the most dominant teams of the 
1970's. Reggie Jackson, Joe Rudi, Rollie Fingers and Bert Campaneris formed the backbone of the clubs 
which won three consecutive World Championships from 1972-74, The franchise again fell on hard times 
in the late 70's, but was brought back to life again under 
the control of Walter A, Haas Jr. The Haas family owned 


the club from 1980-95 and the A’s won three consecutive FRANCHISE FACTS

The Oakland A’s will not 
issue credentials to freelance photographers. Priority in all photo areas will be granted to news organizations 
on deadline. All photographs taken are to be used for news-gathering purposes or officially licensed products. 
Any other use of photographs will be considered a violation of existing trademark and copyright restrictions. 


ON-LINE CREDENTIALING POLICY: Media credentials for on-line media services will be granted only to those 
agencies are licensed by Major League Baseball (MLBAM, News Digital Media and ESPN Internet 
Ventures) to provide “real-time” accounts and descriptions of A’s home games; or to those national 
newsyathering organizations which are affiliated with national networks or national publications and staffed 
by full time employees. This policy is encouraged by Major League Baseball and allows the Oakland 
Athletics to maintain quality control in the press box and clubhouses. 


ROVING CAMERAS; Television cameras are prohibited from roving in the stands at all times. For the comfort 
of fans, interviews are to be conducted on the concourse and not in the stands while the game is in progress. 


PRESS WILL CALL: Credentials may be picked up at Press Will Call located on the Plaza Level between the 
Stadium and the Arena, Press Will Call opens two and a half hours prior to game time. 


CLUBHOUSES: The Athletics clubhouse is located on the third base side and the visitor's is located on the 
first base side. Access can be obtained by taking the press elevator to the first floor or through the door on 
the right near the end of the hall afier you enter through the North Press Gate. Only credentialed media with 
clubhouse access will be admitted. TV cameras and photographers are not allowed in the clubhouse 
prior to the game and only TV cameras are permitted in the clubhouse following the game (no still 
photographers). The A’s clubhouse is open to the media three and one-half hours prior to the game and 
closes 45 minutes prior to game time. [It will open no earlier than five minutes or no later than 10 minutes 
following the game. At times, certain additional restrictions may be imposed. Please do not lounge in the 
manager’s office or in the clubhouse during the pre-game period. Access to the visiting clubhouse will 
be determined solely by the visiting club’s policies. The trainer's room, players break area and the umpire’s 
dressing room are off limits to the media. 1fa comment or interpretation from the umpire crew chief is needed, 
a pool reporter may be assigned. 


FIELD ACCESS; Only credentialed media with field access will be allowed onto the field. All media must 
clear the field immediately following batting practice. Only newspaper and magazine photographers will be 
allowed on the field level during the game, 
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Media Information and Policies, cant. 


POST-GAME PROCEDURES: Manager Art Howe will be available to the media in his office immediately after 
the A’s clubhouse is opened after the game. Please ask any questions of the manager related to the game 
during this post-game session. Also, please be respectful of those members of the media who are on 
deadline when directing questions to the manager and players. Once again, please do not Jounge in the 
manager’s office, the clubhouse or attempt to conduct full-length interviews afier a game. 


LIVE TRANSMISSIONS: Non-rightsholders are permitted to transmit liye reports from the Network Associates 
Coliseum prior to and after every game. Live television shots by non-rightsholders are prohibited while the 
rightsholder is on the air and the game is in progress. Radio stations and assigned correspondents for out 
of town reports are allowed to give inning or halfinning updates. Reports must be confined to between- 
innings only, limited to 60 seconds in length, and limited to six per game. A violation of these Major 
League Baseball guidelines may result in the revocation of credentials, 


CELLULAR PHONES: The use of cellular phones for radio interviews is prohibited on the field or in the 
clubhouse. The only time a radio correspondent can use a cellular phone for an interview would be in either 
dugout after receiving advance permission from the player or staff member. Any other phone interviews must 
be arranged through the Athletics Public Relations Department. 


PRESS BOX: The press box and all broadcast positions are located on the loge level. Access is by the press 
cleyator only, The first base side of the press box is reserved for print media while the third base side is 
reserved for electronic media. The press box is a working area. Cheering and loud conversation will not be 
permitted. The Oakland A’s prohibit any person under the age of 18 from entering the press box on game days 
without prior approval from the A’s public relations department, 


PRESS LOUNGE: The press lounge is located behind Section 117 (second floor trom the press elevator). It 
opens two hours prior to the game and closes at game time. The charge is $8.00 and meal tickets are available 
for purchase in the lounge. Media members must be properly credentialed for admittance into the dining 
room. 


PRESS BOX SERVICES: Game notes, statistics. starting lineups and other pertinent news releases from both 
teams are available on the first base side of the press box for working press only. Post-game notes and the 
game's box score will be available shortly after the conclusion of the game. Information guides for all clubs 
are available upon request from a member of the A’s public relations staff in the press box. 


AUTOGRAPH POLICY: Credentialed members of the media are prohibited from requesting autographs or 
equipment on the playing field, in the dugout or in the clubhouses, Any violation of this policy will result in 
immediate revocation of the credential and bar future use. 


TELEPHONES; A total of six telephones, three credit card and three pay phones, are available in the main press 
box. 


TICKETS: All requests for media complimentary tickets must be made to Debbie Gallas al least 48 hours prior 
to game time. Tickets may be picked up at Press Will Call. There is a limit of two tickets per game.

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A’s On The Air 


Bill King 


One of the most recognizable voices in the history of Bay Area broadcasting, Bill 
King returns for his 21st season as a member of the A’s broadcasting team. Since 
joining the A’s in 1981, King has thrilled fans with his vivid descriptions of some of 
the most historical moments in Athletics history. 

King’s passion for painting a visual account of the action has made his 
broadcasting style an art form. His trademark exclamatory phrase, “Holy Toledo,” 
whenever something needs a little extra emphasis, has been a familiar phrase to Bay 
Area sports fans over six decades. 

King had already established himselfas a local and national broadcasting icon when he joined the A’s 
for the 1981 season. As the longtime voice for both the Golden State Warriors (1962-83) and the Oakland/ 
Los Angeles Raiders (1966-92), King’s voice defined the golden era for both teams. 

His accounts of Raider games—from the infamous “Heidi” game against the New York Jets in 1968; 
a string of last second victories on George Blanda field goals during the 1970 season; the “Ghost to the Post” 
play, Dave Casper’s touchdown reception that gave the Raiders a 1977 playoff win at Baltimore; the infamous 
“Holy Roller” game against the San Diego Chargers in 1978; and “Old Man” Willie Brown's interception 
return for a touchdown in Super Bow! Xl—will forever be a part of the game’s lore. 

King’s rapid fire, staccato play-by-play descriptions of the Warriors improbable run to the 1974-75 
NBA Championship remain etched in the minds of Bay Area basketball fans. Although he gave up his 
basketball duties after the 1982-83 season, he is still mentioned in the same breath as Chick Hearn, Marty 
Glickman and Johnny Most, to name a few, as one of the greatest play-by-play talents the game has ever heard. 

King was stationed on the island of Guam at the end of World War I when began his broadcasting 
career, working for the Armed Forces Radio Network. He launched his sportscasting career in the late 1940’s 
in Pekin, IIL, broadcasting minor league baseball, along with high school football and basketball games. He 
later added duties calling Bradley University basketball games and Nebraska footbal! and basketball contests, 

King came to the Bay Area in 1958, when he was hired by KSFO radio to join Russ Hodges and Lon 
Simmons on the San Francisco Giant broadcasts. He also served as the radio voice for Cal football and 
basketball games. 

A true renaissance man who is recognized by his distinctive handlebar mustache and beard, King is a 
devout patron of the arts who regularly attends the ballet, opera, and the symphony. A lover of all things 
nautical, he has sailed around the world, taking open-sea trips to Hawaii, Canada and up and down the West 
Coast. He is also a talented painter and voracious reader, 

A native of Bloomington, IIL, King resides in Sausalito, 


Ken Korach 


Ken Korach begins his sixth year as a member of the A’s broadcasting team, 
joining Bill King and Ray Fosse to form one of the top announcing trios in the game. 
In addition to his primary radio duties, Korach will also handle announcing assign- 
ments for a handful of television games on FOX Sports Net and KICU 36. 

Prior to joining the A’s in 1996, Korach served as a member of the Chicago White 
Sox broadcasting crew for four seasons, handling mostly weekend games. During the 
same period, he was the top play-by-play voice for the Las Vegas Stars of the Pacific 
Coast League, a position he held for three seasons. 

In addition to his baseball work, Korach has 19 years of experience broadcasting college basketball and 
15 years of college football play-by-play experience. He has been in the booth for two California Bowls, a 
pair of Las Vegas Bowls along with the 1993 Peach Bow] and the 1994 Senior Bowl. During the off-season, 
he handles play-by-play duties for UNLV men’s basketball. 

Korach’s ties to the Bay Area precede his appointment with the Athletics, From 1985-92, he was the 
radio voice for San Jose State football and basketball games. He began his baseball broadcasting career in 
1984, when he took over the play-by-play duties for the Redwood Pioneers of the California League. He also 
worked as the voice for the Phoenix Firebirds of the Pacific Coast League from 1986-87.

Former Major League standout Ray Fosse is in his 16th season as a member of 
the Athletics radio team and he returns for his 13th season in the television booth as the 
team’s top analyst. 

A 12-year Major League veteran, Fosse spent time with the Cleveland Indians, 
Oakland A’s, Seattle Mariners and Milwaukee Brewers, compiling a .256 batting 
average with 61 home runs. A top draft pick of the Indians in 1965, he made his Major 
League debut with the Tribe in 1967 and spent the next six seasons in Cleveland. He 
enjoyed his most productive season in 1970 when he landed a spot on the American 
League All-Star Team and was a Gold Glove Award winner. He finished the year batting .307 with a career 
high 18 home runs and 61 RBI. He was traded to the A’s for the 1973 season and played a major role on the 
club’s 1973 and °74 World Championship teams. {n 1973, he appeared in 141 games behind the plate, which 
stood as an Oakland team record until Ramon Hernandez caught 142 games in 2000, Fosse was back in 
Cleveland for the 1976 season and part of the °77 campaign. He wrapped up the 1977 season with the Seattle 
Mariners, He retired following the 1979 season aller appearing in 19 games with the Milwaukee Brewers, 

A native of Marion, Ill., Fosse and his wife Carol have been married for 30 years. They have two 
children, Nikki (9/24/75) and Lindsey (10/8/82). 


Greg Papa 


Greg Papa returns for his 12th season as the television voice of the Athletics. 
One of the busiest announcers working today, Papa also handles radio play-by- 
play duties for the Oakland Raiders and national television duties with Turner Sports, 
: in addition to his television assignments for the A's. 
Papa has been a familiar voice in the Bay Area broadcasting circles since 1986,

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Earning Straight A’s in the Community 


The Oakland Athletics organization has long prided itself on its involvement in the community, boasting one 
of the most active and far-reaching community relations programs in all of professional sports. 


Virtually every A’s player and coach is involved in at least one community project, Last season, Art and Betty 
Howe launched the S.A.F.E.R (Student Action for Encouraging Respect) program. which is designed to 
encourage respect among students, teachers and administrators in the hopes of preventing violent acts from 
occurring on campuses. The Howes, along with A’s players made numerous visits to local schools on behalf 
of the S.A,F.E.R. Program, sponsored by Wells Fargo and also treated children to selected home games 
throughout the season. 


For the past two seasons, the A’s have presented Breast Cancer Awareness Day to honor breast cancer 
survivors, educate fans about breast health and raise money for the fight against breast cancer, The A’s donate 
up to half of the game proceeds from the game to the American Cancer Society and Friends of Faith. an 
organization formed in support of Bay Area news reporter and breast cancer survivor Faith Fancher, which 
distributes funds to non-profit organizations for breast cancer research and education, 


Oakland A’s Community Fund: Each year, the A’s Community Fund donates approximately $400,000 to 
various Bay Area community programs to support charitable organizations in their efforts to improve 
educational programs, aid the underprivileged. assist in crime and drug prevention and service children, 
seniors and those who work to improve the quality of life for people throughout the Bay Area. 


The team’s generosity has no geographical boundaries. Last year, the Community Fund joined A’s players 
and coaches in donating over $100,000 (o assist Venezuelan flood victims. In November, the A’s, in 
partnership with the Wheelchairs for the World Foundation, purchased 2,500 wheelchairs for the needy 
people of the Dominican Republic. 


Little A's: The A’s Community Fund hosts approximately 10,000 children of moderate and low-income 
families at selected home games. Children from local, not-for-profit youth organizations receive a compli- 
mentary game ticket, lunch and a Little A’s baseball cap, 


A's Story Time: Throughout the season, A’s players and coaches take part in a special reading series at the 
Barnes and Noble Bookstore at Jack London Square in Oakland. A’s players and coaches read their favorite 
stories and encourage children to develop their minds by reading, Game tickets. books and other prizes are 
also awarded. The event is sponsored by Barnes and Noble. 


Stay in School Challenge: Sponsored by FOX Sports, this program rewards students who have a perfect 
school attendance records. Students from grades 6-12 who have perfect attendance records during the spring 
receive a free pair of tickets to an A’s game. Schools with the highest attendance rates are honored in a special 
pre-game ceremony. 


A's Pitching Pals: Presented by Health Net, A’s pitchers conduct a series of private clinics for children from 
selected Bay Area youth baseball teams prior to selected home games throughout the season. Aspiring young 
ballplayers join an A’s pitcher in the bullpen for this once-in-a-lifetime chance to learn the fundamentals of 
pitching through a generous grant provided by Health Net. 


Read to Exceed: In partnership with Citation Homes, Read to Exceed rewards students of all grade levels for 
reaching their personal reading goals. Students throughout Alameda, Contra Costa and Santa Clara Counties 
who achieve their reading goals are rewarded with classroom visits from front office staff, Stomper the team 
mascot. Six lucky schools receive visits from A's players and coaches in April and May. The students are 
also treated to an A’s game during the spring, 


A's Thanksgiving Turkey Drive: Since 1996, the A’s have led an annual turkey drive to benefit the Mary Ann 
“Mother” Wright Foundation in Oakland. Each November, A’s players and front office staff members join 
together to hand out Thanksgiving food baskets to less fortunate individuals in the Oakland area with the 
generosity of the Plumbers and Steamfitters Local 342. 
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Earning Straight A’s in the Community, cont. 


Monte Carlo Classic: This elegant fundraising event benefits the Special Olympics of Northern California and 
the A’s Community Fund. Guests test their luck at gaming tables staffed by A’s players and coaches, A 
spectacular buffet dinner, live auction and a silent auction featuring rare sports memorabilia, weekend 
getaways and fine wines complete this very special evening. 


A’s Celebrity Golf Classic: Presented by Pacific Bell, this annual tournament pairs participants with A’s 
players, coaches and celebrities for a spectacular day of golf at one of the Bay Area’s top courses. The event 
features tee prizes, brunch, an awards banquet, silent and live auctions of sports memorabilia and other prizes. 
All proceeds benefit the A*s Community Fund. 


Take the Field With the A’s: During the season, selected Little Leaguers will have the opportunity to take the 
field like a Major League player. Sponsored by Plumbers & Steamfitters Local Union 342, this program gives 
children the opportunity to accompany A’s players when they take the field at selected home games. 


A's Amigos: During the season, an A’s Spanish speaking player will host six clinics (one per month) for 10 
elementary school children each date, Sponsored by Clorox, the children will be that player’s guests for a 
special pre-game chat in the A’s dugout prior to the game. These children will also receive two game tickets, 
food vouchers and an A’s cap. 


Oakland A’s Food Drive; On August 12", the Athletics will host a food drive sponsored by Webvan.com. Each 
fan that donates a can of food or non-perishable food item at specific gates at the Network Associates 
Coliseum will receive an Oakland Athletics American League West Champions/Webvan.com commemo- 
rative refrigerator magnet. 


Giambi Brothers Youth Initiative presented by WebTV: Each time Jason and Jeremy Giambi hits a home run, 
WebTV will donate $1,000 to Big Brothers/Big Sisters of the Bay Area. During the 2000 season Jason hit 
43 home runs and his younger brother Jeremy hit 10, accounting for the $53,000 which was donated to Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters of the Bay Area. 


Silent Auction: During weekend home games throughout the season, the A’s Community Fund hosts a silent 
auction behind section 119 in the Network Associates Coliseum. Various sports memorabilia signed by 
Oakland A’s players and players from other Major League Baseball teams are auctioned off. Proceeds from 
the auction benefits the Community Fund and other designated not for profit organizations.

COS MATTIAS 
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The A’s Elephant 


Priorto the 1988 season the A’s brought back one of the team’s 
most familiar and successful characters from past years — the 
Athletics’ Elephant. After two seasons featuring a more aggressive 
elephant holding two crossed bats in it’s trunk, the old A's Elephant, 
which brought the A’s three straight American League titles from 
1988-90 and a World Championship in 1989, returned in 1995, The 
A’s Elephant has been featured in many of the club’s promotions and 
publications, Also, each player wears a special A’s Elephant patch 
on the left sleeve of their uniform, 

For 60 years the Athletic Elephant was one of the most popular 
and colorful logos in all of major league baseball. In 1901 Connie 
Mack and his Philadelphia Athletics helped form the American 
League. The following year, New York Giants Manager John 
McGraw dismissed the A's with contempt, calling them “The White 
Elephants,” implying Mack shouldn't be allowed to spend money 
without supervision. Mack defiantly adopted the White Elephant as 
the team insignia, and in 1902, the A’s won the American League pennant. 

The White Elephant remained the team’s mascot until later that decade, when it finally made its way 
toan A’s uniform. Its first appearance was on the team’s sweaters. In about 1918, the Elephant finally saw 
game action when Mack had the pachyderm symbol (in blue with a white “A” inside) placed on the left sleeve 
of every player. 

By 1920, Mack had fully adopted the A’s Elephant as the team’s symbol. Gone was the traditional “A” 
on the front of the jersey. In was a blue elephant logo, But after a few poor seasons, Mack decided a change 
was in order. So, in 1924, the blue elephant was replaced by the white elephant on the team’s jersey. The 
new-look pachyderm seemed to do the trick, as the A’s played better ball for the next few years. 

In 1928, Mack decided the elephant had worn outits brief welcome on the A’s jersey fronts. He replaced 
it with the familiar “A” on the uniforms, and the A’s went on to win two World Championships and an AL 
crown in the next three years. This resurgence was probably due more to the additions of Foxx, Simmons, 
Grove, Cochrane, et al., than to the elephant’s absence. 

That was the last year for the elephant on the A’s uniform until 1955, when the A’s, now in Kansas City, 
added an elephant patch to their left sleeves. But when Charlie Finley purchased the team in the early sixties, 
the elephant mascot was once again sent packing, replaced by, of all animals, a mule. This was the last we 
saw of this loveable A’s mascot until 1988. 

The elephant has once again proven to be a “good luck” charm for the A’s, as since its return the 
Athletics have won three American League pennants and one world championship. 


A COMMON MASCOT 


The A’s and the Republican Party share a common mascot in the elephant and the A’s have had their best success when 
a Republican has held the office of President. The A’s have won nine World Championships and a Republican has been 
President during eight of those seasons. In the one season a Democrat was in office when the A’s won the World Series 
in October, 1913, William Taft began the year in office before Woodrow Wilson took over in March,
